UNION’S APPLICATION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Mr. Arthur Corbett (instructed by Mr. 


Joseph Gleeson), in the action of the National 
Union of Railwaymen v. the Great Southern 
Railways, applied on behalf of the plaintiffs 
for leave to serve notice of motion for next 
vacation day for an injunction to restrain the 
defendants from terminating an award relat- 
ing to the wages of railway shopmen without 
serving the necessary notice on the plaintiffs 
of their intention to terminate the award. 

Counsel explained that in 1929 there was a 
serious labour dispute, and, as a result of 
arbitration by Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., and 
Mr. W. Grey, an award was made. The 
action which the plaintiffs were now bringing 
sought a declaration that, on the true con- 
struction of this award, which dealt with 
the conditions of service of railway shopmen, 
it was binding in law on the defendants, and 
cannot be terminated by them without three 
months’ notice to the plaintiffs, and that a 
notice, dated the 1st July last and signed by 
A. W. Harty, chief mechanical engineer, 
which was posted up in certain workshops of 
the defendant company and purpo to 
terminate the award, was not effective. The 
plaintiffs finally asked for an injunction to 
restrain the defendants from acting upon that 
notice. 

Mr. Corbett added that the urgency arose 
from the fact that the notices posted up in 
the works would become effective in October 
unless the defendants were restrained, and 
over 500 shopmen were affected. No notice 
as provided for under the award had’ been 
served on the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith directed that the 
motion should be served for hearing on Tues- 
day week. 


RAID ON HOUSE.

ACCUSED MEN ADMITTED 


TO BAIL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Maycock, Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by 
Mr. C. B. W. Boyle) applied that Michael 
and William Maycock, labourers, living at 
Inchicore, who had been returned for trial 
in custody at Dundrum District Court on 
the 2nd inst., should be admitted to bail. 

Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) appeared for the 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Lynn said that his clients were 
charged, with others unknown, that on dates 
before the 16th of Angust last, they broke 
and entered the residence of John Haines 
at Bluebell, Inchicore; that they forcibly 
took possession of the house of Haines; that 
they assaulted Haines by pointing a revolver 
at him; that they damaged his property, 
and that they stole the sum of £3 17s. 2d. 

Counsel said that the defendants were also 
charged with conspiracy. This seemed 
strange, in view of the fact that one of the 
defendants lived in the same house as 
Haines. 

Mr. Connolly said that he had been in- 
structed by the Attorney-General to ask for 
personal security of £100 and two inde- 
pendent sureties of £50 each. 

Mr. Lynn—Does that mean that. we are 
to have four sureties? 
Mr. Connolly—No. 

do for each. 

Mr. Lynn—Very good. We are satisfied. 

An order admitting the men to bail was 
then made under the usual conditions.

SEQUEL TO ROW IN A 


MOORTOWN BAR. 

A letter purporting to be bhi by the 
LR.A. was read at Kilmainhsem District 
Court yesterday during the hearing of 
charges against Bernard Poleon, Blackhorse 
lane; Richard Macken, Coldwinters, Finglas; 
John Hughes, Coldwinters; and ohn 
Flaherty, Dolphin’s Barn, for having 
attacked Mr. McCausland, brother of the 
licensee of a pubjic-house at Moortown, near 
Blanchardstown, on July 9th, 

Mr. McCausland said that at closing time 
he said: “Now, boys, times up.” The 
defendants caught hold of him and tried to 
push witness out, and bottles and glasses 
were thrown around the shop. He denied 
that he hit Macken or anyone else with a 
mallet. He had no firearms on the premises. 

Superintendent Hughes read the letter pur- 
porting to come from the I.R.A., in which 
it was said that if Mr. McCausland failed 
to withdraw the charges of assault against 
Macken and Hughes, he “ would do so at 
his own risk,” 

John Hughes swore that McCausland met 
him and a man named Jack Stafford on the 
road, and pointed a revolver at them. 

District Justice Reddin said that if Mr. 
McCausland did not conduct his premises 
properly, he would lose his licence. He was 
satisfied that a good deal of the cause of 
this orgy was due to the fault of Mr. and 
Mrs, McCausland. 

With regard to the. four defendants, if 
they came before the Court again on a 
similar charge, they would go to Mountjoy.

called upon by the State to make, 

during the course oí the coming autumn 
and winter, entitles him to an exceptional 
degree of public commiseration and ta all 
the guidance he can be given. He is urged by 
the uas of the State to consider the neces- 
sities of the nation before his own and to 
embark on a new policy—with the implica- 
tion that, if he does not act as they may 
advise, he runs the risk of losing his land. 
He is also urged by the traditions of his 
occupation, his experience and the claims both 
of his family and of his creditors to adopt 
the older courses to which his instincts point, 
and is it danger of being unable to pursue 
either path with the resolution and energy 
essential to success. There is, indeed, a 
danger that he may either ‘‘break new 
ground,” in a metaphorical as well as an 
actual sense, without having been able fully 
to count the cost, or that, hesitating to do 
this and yet fearing that he will lose heavily 
in the new economic warfare if he continues 
those pursuits whose details he understands, 
his divided aims may result in reluctance, 
incalcitrance and inaction. In this way he 
may lose more seriously than if he whole- 
heartedly adopted or firmly renounced those 
councils which advise him to accept the new 
conditions as a permanent solution of the 
present difficulties. In casting about for some 
clear clue in his mazes of indecision there 
is one direction in which he will certainly 
hope to find guidance. The question of 
grain-growing has been under discussion as 
recently as 1928-29, and two groups of agri- 
cultural economists (if our political leaders 
on both sides can claim that title) have 
worked out detailed figures for it. Will he 
obtain guidance from the two reports of 
the Wheat Commission? 


What Price Wheat? 


We shall here concern ourselves mainly 
with the contentions of the Minority Report, 
since, as they included Mr, de Valera, Dr. 
Ryan and Mr. Lemass, they may be accepted 
as voicing the authoritative doctrines of the 
Government. A complete analysis of their 
findings cannot, of course, be incorporated 
in a brief article. But, in any case, what 
farmers who have not much time to give to 
both the reports of the Commission will 
want chiefly to know is the bases on which 
the minority reached their conclusions and— 
this chiefly—what concrete shape, as regards 
price—the crux of the hele situation— 
those conclusions took. This is of 
much more than academic  import- 
ance, since, though it cannot now be 
taken as committing the same personnel to- 
day to precisely the same decisions, it shows 
how their minds were guided towards their 
present policy and the kind of calculations 
which may reasonably be made on the bases 
of an assumed price. Now, the amount of the 

uaranteed price recommended in this 

inority report was specific; it was thirty 
shillings per barrel. And it is well to under- 
stand why this sum was named. We quote :— 
“The annual average c.i.f. price of wheat. im- 
ported into Saorstat Eireann during the five 
years 1924-28 was 12s. 9d. per cwt. or Sls. 
10.5d. per barrel. The average price for 1928 
alone was ils. lid. This was, however, an 
abnormally low figure . . It is safe to 
assume that the average world price taken 
over a number of years will at all events not 
be lower than the annual average for 1924-28.” 
Safety “to assume” is not always the per- 
rogative of public spokesmen, It was Henry 
Grattan who said: ‘*It is wiser to prophesy 
after the event.’’ He was right. The price 
of wheat in London last week was 30s., not 
for the barrel, but for 496lbs! That was for 
“ No. 1 North Manitoba ’’; other wheats were 
quoted below this. The 12s. 9d. per cwt. had 
sunk to about 6s. 9d., and the figure for 
August was 6s. 114.— 43 per cent. of a drop 
on the “ abnormally low ”' figure of 1928. 


The Extent of the Wheat Slump. 


We now see that in the changed conditions 
the policy of a thirty shillings guaranteed 
rice is reduced to 23s, 6d.-25s. ut if the 
armer is to be induced rather than com- 
pelled to till, he must have some standards of 
comparison to guide him to his next winter s 
ventures. Rather as a method whereby he 
can estimate where he is than as a final solu- 
tion of his problem, he will ask, since he is 
to be offered a lower price than 30s., how it is 
arrived at and why the figure is to be reduced 
by 22 to 27 per cent. Wheat, he sees, has 
fallen well over 40 per cent. in value, but the 
general agricultural index in spite of the 
slump is not falling nearly so rapidly as this. 
Export prices for 1 were 94.7, and for 19350 
were 91.5, less than 5 per cent., and the 
agricultural index compiled by the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce fell by 12.3 points, 
less than 10 per cent. Admittedly it is still 


Ta ‘choice which the Irish farmer is 


falling, but though dairying, for instance, 


shares in the slump, it has not fallen pari 
passu with wheat. The drop in butter was 
under 20 per cent. for 1931, as compared with 
1928, whilst wheat was falling over 40 per 
cent. Butter would not, we have reason to 
believe, have fallen seriously this year but 
for the interplay of the factitious forces set 
in motion by the tariff war. Also, it is 
worth noting that when the Minority 
group on the Wheat Commission recom- 
mended the 30s, tariff, they based the recom- 
mendation largely on a calculation which 
estimated the net value of land under wheat 
“to the community "’.as £7 ás, 5d. per acre, 
against an estimate for ‘‘an acre of grass land 
devoted to milk production " of 19s, per 
acre, We will not do them the injustice of 
imagining that they would claim the same re- 
lative value for the corresponding figures to- 
day. Given free movement of live stock

for home use, existing sheds or other 

ready-made accommodation will ordinarily 
be used. <A cool cellar with an earthen or 
even concrete or brick floor will serve very 
well, provided proper ventilation can be given. 
Buildings with wooden floors and rooms in the 
dwelling-house are usually too dry for apples, 
but are more satisfactory for pears. 

Each fruit should be wrapped in clean 
tissue paper; supplies of these wrappers, cut 
to convenient size, can be purchased from 
most horticultural salesmen. The wrapped 
pears should be laid out singly on shelves or 
in trays. The apples may be placed similacly 
or may be packed several rows deep on shelves 
or in boxes. 

It is important to give careful attention to 
the fruit at the time of picking. The apple 
that will keep best in store is the one that is 
full grown, hard when picked and almost fully 
developed. The familiar test of lifting the 
apple gently to see if it parts easily from the 
tree may generally be applied, but it is neces- 
sary to guard carefully against bruising. The 
apples should be taken in the palm of the 
hand, gently lifted and then placed carefully 
into a basket or other receptacle which has 
been padded at the bottom and the sides as a 
precaution against bruising. Apples that are 
to be stored should be carefully inspected 
when emptied from the picking baskets, and 
no wounded, damaged, ill-formed or small 
fruits should be retained.

Storing Apples. 


Before being placed in store, apples should 
be allowed to cool off in a convenient place 
well open to the air. Transport to the store 
is a very important matter. Care should be 
taken to prevent shaking and rubbing of the 
apples during this operation, When the 
apples are fit for storing they can be looked 
over again, and each one that is sound can 
he wrapped in a piece of tissue paper and 
placed in a box. 

The conditions most snitable to successful 
storage of apples are :— 

(1) The atmosphere should be rather moist, 
but should not be allowed to become stag- 
nant. 

(2) There must be considerable ventilation 
during the first three weeks, but afterwards 
the amount can be reduced materially. 

(á) A cool and even temperature is desir- 
able—tfrom 36 deg. to 46 deg. F. in summer 
and 32 deg. to 35 deg. F. in winter. 

(4) The fruit should be stored in complete 
or partial darkness. 


And Pears. 


Whilst these observations apply in a limited 
degree to the storage of pears, it should be 
noted that the unripe pear is usually hard, 
dry, almost without flavour, and very poor 
to eat; but in the process of ripening the 
flesh becomes both soft and melting, the juice 
plentiful and sweet, and delicately flavoured. 
To obtain the best results from storage, 
greater care must be taken of the pear than 
the apple. The fruit should be wrapped 
separately in tissue paper and spread out in 
the storeroom in shallow boxes. Periodic in- 
spection is imperative, because |: is important 
to know exactly when the frvit has reached 
the right condition. Fortunately, there are 
external changes which indicate when the 
ripening stage is approaching. The crimson 
or scarlet flush, if present, will, assume a 
brighter colour, and in most varieties the skin 
becomes more golden in appearance. It is 
important that these changes are not missed, 
for the period is too short to permit of a 
second chance. In some of the greener 
varieties the changes in colour are very slight, 
and this makes successful storage of pears a 
really difficult business, Pears require a 
slightly drier atmosphere than do apples.

DOES FRUIT GROWING 
PAY?

F hay growers in the Irish Free State 


have been favoured by the weather 

this season, and a bountiful crop of 
hard fruits, especially, is, therefore, a cer- 
tainty. In average seasons most of the fruit 
grown in this country can be disposed of 
locally, but this year rather a wider market 
must be sought. The conditions which 
resulted in a heavy crop have also he'ped its 
quality, and it is, therefore, well that some 
special measures should be taken, 3 ot only to 
save the crop, but to have it properly stored 
prior to marketing. What preparacions have 
been made towards this end? In the ce of 
small farmers, is there any suitable storage 
accommodation? Fruit growers on a large 
scale are usually able to provide arequate 
storage, and are, Eanair able to sell 
their fruit to advantage later in the s“ason. 


Who Is To Blame? 


When complaints about poor prices for 
Irish apples at the Dublin market have 
been made, investigation has shown that the 
fault is frequently with the grower, who fails 
to grade and pack the produce properly. 
Apples may be well packed, but not graded, 
aid. because of this, their value immediately 
depreciates. If sound, mature fruit is pro- 
perly graded and packed for the market 
there is no reason why it should not sell as 
well as the produce of other countries. 
Home-grown apples cannot always be ob- 
tained late in the season—April and May 
is . the» latest time for that admirable 


eooker, Bramley’s Seedling, but there is 
no dessert variety which can be relied upon 
after Christmas. 

Except in such places as the Counties 
Kilkenny, Louth, Armagh, to mention some 
of the principal fruit-growing centres, the 
relative area under fruit throughout the 
country is small, but during the last 25 
years new areas of fruit trees have been 
established, and these are now in such a 
fruitful condition that, % a season like this, 
they will add materially to the produce of 
the country. 


Faults in Packing. 


One of tlhe greatest obstacles to success in 
fruit growing is the difficulty of getting 
growers to grade and pack their redaan in 
such a way that it can always be relied upon 
by purchasers, Some growers have built up 
a reputation for honest dealing bv having the 
bulk of the produce offered for sale equai to 
ihe sample, or top layer. Past experience of 
camouflaged fruit packages, however, has 
caused buyers to make allowance for small 
and low grads fruit when buying from home 
growers, and some growers are so indifferent 
that fruit is marketed in a way that results 
in no business whatever. 


Registered Packers. 


To put fruit-growing on a paying basis, it 
would seem that it should be worked some- 
what. like the egg trade, where the eggs are 
collected and brought to the store of a re- 
gistered packer, where they are suitably 
graded and packed before being placed upon 
the market. What is lacking in most cases 
is storage accommodation. This pays for 
itself, because fruit sold in March or April is 
four times the value of that sold in October, 
November and December. If there was an 
abnormally heavy crop, fruit. could be kept in 
good condition in cold storage, but its quality 
would have to be guaranteed beforehand if 
this process was to be attended with success. 


Would Cold Storage Pay? 


So far there has heen no demand for the 
cold storage of fruit, and especially such: 
fruit as apples and pears in times of un- 
usual plenty. If business offered, there is 
no doubt that special fruit chambers would 
be provided by those who make a business 
of cold storage. Fruit could not be stored 
in the same chamber as butter and eggs, 
for instance, as the flavour of the latter 
would be tainted. Oranges and dried fruits 
have been stored in this way satisfactorily, 
but so far as other fruits are concerned the 
process appears to be in the experimental 
stage. 

In the fruit growing districts of Meath- 
Louth, Waterford-Kilkenny and Co. Armagh 
almost every grower has his own method of 
storage, and apples and pears are kept in 
good condition until such time as the market 
can absorb them at a price that will pay 
the grower. Nothing is done by way of 
preserving soft fruits until they are out of 
season, by cold storage. That is to say, no 
organised effort has been made to do any- 
thing in this way, although some attempt 
has n made to develop fruit bottling. 


Renew the Orchards. 


If fruit growing is to be made a paying pro- 
position some drastic changes will have te be 
made in some of the older fruit gardens and 
orchards. In si of the old-established 
orchards apple tree, for want of proper atten- 
tion, have become worn out, and, more or 
less, unproductive. These trees should be 
cleared out, and arrangements made to start 
on the fresh with clean, healthy stock. 
Except for home requirements, and in 
specially favourable locations, the cultivation 
of dessert apples should only be carried on 
to a limited extent. For marketing purposes, 
dessert apples cannot always be grown with 
success in Ireland. That is why most of the 
dessert apples sold by retailers come from 
outside the country. When it comes to coox- 
ing apples, such as Bramley’s Seedling, Irish 
produce cannot be excelled for flavour and 
quality.

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srtr,—In the projected meetings now being 
arranged by the farmers of the Free State to 
consider the existing agricultural crisis the | 
question of the possibility of the moral titles 
to their purchased holdings being affected by 
the withholding of the annuity payments 
should receive very careful attention. The 
annuities, I understand, represent the pay- 
ments by us for the money advanced by the 
land stock holders, which enabled us to 
purchase our farms from the landlord. The 
present Government claims the right to hold 
these annuities, and, instead of passing them 
over for distribution among the holders of 
land stock who loaned us the money, has 
undertaken to hand them back to the paying 
farmer in the shape of rate-relief, subsidies or 
some other form of Government aid. Their 
right to do this is disputed not only by the 
British, who guaranteed the repayment of the 
money, and are consequently parties to the 
agreements, but by the Free State Ministers 
who signed those agreements on behalf of the 
Free State at the time. Virtually, it means 
that we are not paying the annuities at all, 
but merely handing them over to the present 
Government with an understanding that they 


are to be returned to us in another shape. 

The farmer who for nearly thirty years has | 
been paying his annuity instalments, and is 
now gradually approaching the position of a 
freeholder, should consider this position very | 
carefully. No man knows what the future 
holds. Communism is spreading in many 
countries. We have socialistic theorists not 
lacking in the brains to see things, and land- 
less men in every quarter looking for land, 
while there is always the possibility of well- 
instructed demands from agitated labour. If 
the above premisses should be in any degree 
correct, we are putting these men in a posi- 
tion to say to us, to our sons and our sons’ | 
sons : 

“ That land is not more yours than mine. 
The signed contracts or agreements were 
broken. You instructed your Ministers, who, 
after all, were merely your agents in the 
matter, and who claim to hold your instruc- 
tions, your mandate, to return the annuity 
payments to you instead of passing them on, 
and consequently you have never paid for 
your land at all.” 

Whatever may be the legal position, we are 
putting these men in a position to say all this 
Sith far less hair-splitting or special pleading, 
nd with far greater plausibility, than Presi- 
dent de Valera uses. Apart from higher con. 
siderations, I venture to think that many 
farmers will consider it safer to insist upon 
the paying over of their annuities in the usual 
way, coupled with friendly overtures to 
England for needed relief, rather than risk 
the injection of an element of unsoundness 
into the moral titles to their homes.— Yours,

Sim,—I am a plain man and no letter- 
writer, and I could not make a speech, but 
I know my own business. I have tried 
wheat-growing during the War and since, 
and my experience of it is that only once 
in, Say, ten years, can wheat be grown 
successfully in this country. When I grew 
it and had it made into flour the bread was 
heavy and dark and unpalatable (this in a 
good dry year). Another year the wheat 
grew in the sheaves owing to the wet 
weather. I still persisted, but could get no 
one to buy it excepting Messrs. Jacobs, who 
bought a portion of the best in a dry season 
for biscuits. 

Canada is dry even in winter, Those who 
return from Canada complain of our cold, 
as they say that our cold is clammy. Canadian 
cold is dry. Wheat needs a dry climate in 
order to become hard, without being which 
it is useless for milling purposes. If stacked 
when damp, it becomes unfit for even pig- 
feeding, Also, wheaten straw is useless. 
Oats suit the country, and every farmer 
grows as much as he can possibly manage. 
He feeds oats to his horses and stock of 
every kind. ‘The straw is useful tor feeding 
and bedding, but even oats is not always 
easy to save in this wet country. 

The Bible tells us that ' we cannot live 
to ourselves,” and, even if inexperienced 
Ministers try to make us the most selfish 
country in the world, they cannot do it. 
The world is made round; so is money, and 
it is meant to go round, We must buy our 
wheat from countries whose climate is suit- 
able for growing it, and they will buy the

An explosion in a garage on the outskirts 
of Sydney shattered, for the time being at 
least, the dream of two men who hope to fly 
to New Zealand in a rocket. 

Mr. Kenneth Forman and Mr. Ernest 
Frazer have been experimenting with exp.o- 
sive propulsion for several years, says Reuter. 
After perfecting the smali model, which was 
destroyed in the explosion, they intended to 
build a large rocket to cross the sea, 

Mr. Frazer explains that the idea is to 
propel the rocket to New Zealand at a speed 
of some 600 miles an hour through the strato- 
sphere at a height of 60,000 feet. 

He says that the designer of the rocket 
and the inventor of the propeiling mixture 
is a science master at a country school, who 
has been studying work done with rockets 
and rocket-driven cars in Germany. 

When the rocket leaves for New Zea'and 
the occupants will, according to the inventor, 
breathe from spec'al a.r containers, Lookin 
through thick plate-glass windows they wi 
see the entire North s'and ond South Island 
as far as Christchurch from their viewpoint, 
60,000 feet high, as the rocket hurtles 
towards its goal. When about 100 miles 
from land the rocket will be deflected down- 
ward and the propelling mixture reduced. 
At a height of 10,000 feet the pilot will 
descend by parachute; then a_ time 
mechanism will bring another and larger 
parachute into action, and the steel rocket 
will come gently to earth. | 

Another expedition to the upper air in 
search of new knowledge about the cosmic 
ray is to start from Cormorant Lake, Mani- 
toba. The ascent is to be made in an aero- 
plane by R. A. Millikan, the noted 
American scientist, accompanied by two 
assistants, They propose to reach an alti- 
tude of 25,000 feet (about 43 miles). 

‘This investigation,” said Dr. Millikan, . 
“is of even greater importance than the 
recent excursion into the stratosphere of Pro- 
fessor Piccard, who last month attained an 
altitude of 105 miles in a balloon. Our work 
at Cormorant Lake is concerned with the 
effect of the magnetic pole on the cosmic rav. 
Ail our information will recorded by 
cameras. Thus a permanent record will be 
obtained.”' 

Professor Piccard himself is probably to 
make an ascent in his balloon somewhere in 
the Hudson Bay reg'on shortly. Conditions 
there are spec‘ally favourable for investigat- 
ing the cosmic ray. 

On his return from his last excursion Pro- 
fessor Piccard sa‘d that he was aware of 
cosmic rays “ beating like rain’’ against the 
cabin of the balloon.

| HARVEST. 
A GOOD AVERAGE 
YIELD EXPECTED. 


SATISFACTORY CROP 
OF POTATOES. 


EPORTS from every district in the Free 
. State indicated that, on the whole, the 
weather during August was the most 
favourable for field work experienced. in 
August of any recent year and was ideal for 
harvesting operations. In some of the earlier 
districts threshing of the corn crops was 
begun, while in every district in which turf 
is used as fuel adequate supplies for winter 
requirements were brought home and secured 
in the haggards. At the end of the month all 
farm work was well advanced, 

Although in most cases the pastures were 
carrying more live-stock than normally, the 
animals were reported from every district to 
be healthy and in thriving condition. It was 
generally anticipated that should the weather 
conditions continue favourable, stures 
would afford a reasonable amount of keep for 
live-stock until well into November. 


HAY AND CEREALS. 

The yield of first and second crop hay was 
rather under the average, but that of meadow 
bay was somewhat above the average. Taking 
the entire crop the yield was around the 
average, and, as it was saved under excellent 
conditions generally, the quality is good on 
the whole. 

Generally speaking, winter and spring sown 
wheat crops ripened evenly and looked promis- 
ing. The ey was reported to be plump and 
sound, and it was expected that the yield 
would prove up to the average. 

The oats crop in most districts was bad! 
beaten down by the heavy rains whic 
followed the thunderstorm in the middle of 
the month, but owing to the favourable 
weather which prevailed later farmers were 
enabled to speed-up the reaping, and the crop 
was harvested with comparatively little 
injury. The grain was reported to be of good 
quality and the yield well above that of last 
year 
The barley crop also became lodged through 
the effect of the rains, and this rendered the 
work of harvesting laborious. Otherwise the 
crop. was reported to be satisfactory, the 
grain sound and the yield up to the average. 

The pulling of the flax crop was completed 
early. It was reported that the crop had 
bulked small, although the yield of fibre was 
expected to be up to average and the quality 
generally good. 


GOOD QUALITY POTATOES. 

It was reported from every district that the 
potato crop promises to be very satisfactory. 
The warm, moist weather which prevailed 
when the thunderstorm took place was 
favourable to the spread of blight, which at- 
tacked the crop to a wide extent, only crops 
that had been sprayed a third time escaping 
its ravages. he tubers.) had, however, 
become well developed before the disease 
became general, and consequently they 
suffered comparatively little injury. From 
the appearance of the crop at the end of the 
month it was anticipated that yields would 
be well above average, and that the quality 
of the tubers would be better than usual. 

Mangels made exceptionally good progress 
under the favourable weather conditions 
which prevailed during the month, and were 
poioena much further advanced than is 
usual at a much later period of the year. 
Their appearance at the end of the month 
gave promise of a heavy yield. 

Turnips were a good crop. generally, 
eSpecially those sown early, Later sown 
crops were rather patchy. In some areas 
“ finger-and-toe ” disease was: prevalent. 
The crop promised a fair yield. 

Sugar beet made satisfactory progress 
during the month. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

Limited supplies of cattle were on offer at 
the yarious provincial markets held during 
August, and demand was virtually restricted 
te the home trade. 

Flocks were maintained in good health and 
condition. Weight of clip was about the 
average, but demand for wool was slow and 
prices low. 

The number of pigs on offer at the various 
marketing centres during August was larger 
than dur.ng July. Prices improved somewhat 
during the month and finished around 50s. per 
cwt. dead weight, or approximately 38s. on 
the live weight basis for pigs of the best 
quality. 

There would appear to be an increasing 
tendency among feeders in some districts to 
reduce their breeding stccks. 


MILK PRICES. 

Supplies of milk to the creameries were well 
maintained during August. Prices for milk 
delivered in July averaged 4}d. per gallon 
with separated milk returned. Mill collected 
in Countv Meath for retail sale in Dublin 
returned 94. per gallon to the producers, sub- 
ject to a reduction to 7d. in the case of. one 
gallon in every ten.

ADDRESS BY BISHOP. 

Presiding at the thirty-eight annual meeting 
of the supporters, friends and Governors of 
the hospital, which followed the ceremony, 

The Bishop of Thasos said he considered it 
a special privilege to have been invited to lay 
the corner stone of the magnificent building 
which was pheenix-like, rising from the ashes 
of the time-devastated former building. It 
was the wish of the Church that not only her 
material buildings, temples rising to the

They were opposed to the unlawful- 
ness of that so-called birth control, more 
properly called birth prevention, which was 
an attempt on the part of perverted creatures 
to prevent the designs of the Most High. 

They were instructed and knew the neces- 
sity of securing baptism for a being, no matter 
how fleeting or short its existence in this world 
might be, and they were trained in cases of 
necessity to administer that holy Sacrament.

Favourable Conditions.

CORK, Wednesday. 


T to-day’s meeting of the Cork Harbour 
A Board, Mr. R. Wallace presiding, Mr. 
Mercier referred to a report which 
had been published, indicating that some- 
body was interested in the establishment of 
air services from Queenstown to other ports 
in Europe for the carriage of mails or pas 
sengérs, or both. It would be well to let the 
public know that the matter had not escaped 
the previons interest of the Cork Harbour 
Board. He referred to an examination under- 
taken two or three years ago, when both 
Celonel Russell and Sir Alan Cobham, who 
visited the port, gave them their advice, that 
having examined it they thought that. there 
was no better place, ceriainly in the Free 
State, for a suitable base, for mail or pas- 
senger services, or both, than they had in the 
lower harLour. 

“ Personally,’ the Chairman continued, '' I 
am convinced that in no harbour in the 
world are there such conditions available for 
the working of seaplane craft as there are 
in Cork Harbour. We are confident that 
Cork Harbour can be made the best seapiane 
station in Ireland, two and a half hours by 
‘plans from London, and on the route by 
‘plane from Londch, and on the route of ail 
liners for Liverpool, Southampton, and Con- 
t.nental ports.”’ 

He mentioned the seaplane base which had 
bie established at Aghada by the United 
States Naval Department during the Great 
War, and sail that with wery little expense 
that place could be mude a very up-to-date 
seaplane base. Last year three seaplanes con- 
nected with the British Admiralty came to 
the harbour, and anchored to the ordinary 
buoys, and without being in any way deroga- 
tery they looked like three flies in the water. 
If they had fifty-three seaplanes in Cork 
Marbour there wou'd be plenty of room for 
thém ail.

Farm Labourer’s Ri fle 


Court Story of Domestic 
Strife.

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

At Dundalk District Court to-day a young 
farm labourer, John Joseph Shevlin, of New- 
townbalregan, Dundalk, was cherged with 
having been found in illegal possession of a 
Lee-Enfield rifle. 

Evidence was given by Sergeant Smith that 
he had gone to the house of the father of 
the defendant and asked Shevlin if he had a 
rifle in the house. At first he denied that he 
had, but later admitted that he had, and pro- 
duced the ‘rifle from between the mattress 
and the spring of the bed in which he slept. 
He said: “TI found it through an accident.” 

In cross-examination’ by Mr. Goodlett 
Hamill, for the defendant, the sergeant ad- 
mitted that the rifle presented the appearance 
of a shot not having been fired éut of it for 
years, 

Shevlin said that the reason he tol#the 
sergeant he had no rifle was because he 
wanted to find out if it was his father, with 
whom he had not been on good terms, who 
had given the information. 

In cross-examination by Superintendent 
McDonagh, the witness denied that he took 
the rifle home to threaten his father. 

Superintendent—I suggest that yon fook 
the rifle home to frighten the life in the old 
man’—No-:- he was a soldier himself and 
would not be frightened so easily. 

The witness further denied that he had 
beaten his father or abused him. He alleged 
that his father had refused to support hik 
mother ard that he (the defendant) had to 
keep the house. 

Shevlin’s father said that his son gave them 
nothing bat abuse in the house. On one 
oceasion he had assaulted him violently. 

The defendant was recalled, and stated that 
his father had not done any work for years, 
while he supported the house. 

The Distriet Justice stated that the carry- 
ing of a rifle was a very serious matter, far 
more serious than the case of a farmer using 
an ordinary shotgun without a licence. He 
intended sending the defendant to jail for the 
offence, but owing to his previous good 
character he would allow him to pay a fine 
of £5, with the alternative of a month’s 
imprisonment. He would also be bound to 
the peace in £10 bail.

A Stock-Taking. 

At a meeting next Tuesday, behind 
closed doors, the Free State’s Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party will take stock of 
the political situation. We shall not envy 
the feelings of the assembled senators an 
deputies ; for their meeting will be like 
that of the Roman city fathers to which 
every. hour brought tidings of dismay. 
The Labour Party is the official champion 
of the Free State’s working classes, and 
now, as a direct result of the Govern. 


ment’s policy, those classes are in dire 


distress. They have been the first, the 
worst and the most helpless victims oí 
President de Valera’s economic war with 
England. His retaliatory tariffs are com- 
pleting the work of the British Govern- 
ment’s measures to recover the unpaid 
land annuities. In the first place, the 
new tariffs have created widespread un 
employment ; the docks are idle, and shops 
and farmers have dismissed hundreds of 
their workers. Inthe next place, the tariffs 
are increasing the cost of living for classes 
to which the effort of living is a constant 
ordeal. The prices of imported articles 
have soared; the prices of. domestic pro 
duce, though it cannot be shipped to Eng- 
land, have not fallen, and “ profiteermg ~ 
is rampant everywhere. For this misery 
the Labour Party must take the larger 
blame. It is scourging the very classes 
whose welfare is the cause of its being. 
Mr. de Valera’s Government is a power 
for ruin only because seven Labour de- 
puties keep it in. office. 

We are confident that, although Mr. 
Norton professes to have no‘qualms, the 
discussion at next week's meeting will 
reveal plenty of them. The Labour Party 
must recognise now that it has made a 
shockingly bad bargain with Mr, de 
Valera. It demanded certain concessions 
in return for its support, but what con- 
cessions have been forthcoming? Labour's 
pet scheme of an Economic Council 
remains in the stratosphere. Its demand 
for the suppression of “‘ profiteering "’ 
has produced no results. The Government 
was pledged to find employment for 80,000 
persons, but the workless army has 
increased since Mr. de Valera secured 
the Labour Party's unquestioning 
Obedience. Help was promised to the 
railways ; on the contrary, the Government 
has given new boons to road traffic. When 
Mr. Boffin was discussing terms with Silas 
Wegg that astute person said: '' I never 
did ’aggle, and I never will ’aggle. Con- 
sequently I meet you at once, free and 
fair, with—Done for double the money !”’ 
Mr. de Valera’s “ free and fair’’ deal 
with the Labour Party is proving to be of 
a like character. Labour has obtained a 
doleful reading of ‘‘ The Decline and Fall 
of the Irish Free State.’’ Mr. de Valera 
has obtained his double money in the 
shapes of economic war and the complete 
abasement of the party which put him in 
power. We are reminded, indeed, not 
only of Mr. Boffin’s bargain, but of one of 
those more dramatic bargains in which 
medizval legend delights. 

Labour can have no illusions at next 
week’s stock-taking. It knows that the worst 
has yet to come and that, as the nation’s 
suffering deepens, its own responsibility 
must increase. So long as Mr. de Valera’s 
Government remains in office—in other 
words, so long as Labour's seven votes 
support it—the economic war will con- 
Mr. de Valera is adamant, and 
Britain has made her last overture. 
Hitherto,, while the cattle and shipping 
trades have been disorganised, the effects 
of warfare have been felt most severely in 
the towns. Henceforward the countryside 
will begin to feel them with accumulating 
foree. During recent weeks the farmer 
has been able to hold the cattle which he 
could not sell at a profit. Soon the grass 
will be gone; the young stock will be 
added to this year’s beasts; and first the 
shopkeeper, and then the bank, will 
become impatient. Already in every 
county farmers’ meetings are appealing for

Germany’s Demand. 

There are indications at last that the 
too long continued discrimination against 
Germany in the matter of her national 
defences may have serious repercussions 
on the cause of world disarmament and 
world peace. All shades of German 
opinion are united im their anger at 
the Fatherland’s unprotected condition, 
and lately the question has become even 
more acute owing to its adoption as a 
plank in the von Papen Government’s 
platform. General von Schleicher 
already, more than once, has aired his 
views’ on the subject in no uncertain 
fashion. His latest outburst, however, 
while he was attending Army manceuvres 
near Koenigsberg, was more serious than 
its predecessors, in that it was con- 
temporaneous with the publication of the 
Reich’s aide-memoire to France in which 
the German demands are catalogued. 
The aide-memoire, although less: bellicose 
than the General, was insistent. In it 
Germany declares her readiness to accept 
any general prohibition of weapons, but 
claims that she must Le allowed to pos#ess 
those arms which have not been thus out- 
lawed. Freiherr von Neurath, the Foreign 
Minister, in an accompanying statement, 
declared grimly that, if France refused 
direct pourparlers, Germany '“ must reach 
new decisions.’’ In this regard General 
von Schleicher’s promises to the East 
Prussians at Koenigsberg become 
ominous; for they suggest that these 
‘new decisions’’ already have been 
taken, and that plans have been made for 
their execution. It is much to be hoped 
that the negotiations with France, in 
which Britain, the United States and 
Italy later will be invited to join, will 
proceed calmly; for a definitely bellicose 
temper is arising on the Continent, and 
it is not confined to Germany. French 
military manoeuvres this year will be on 
the grandest scale, and a part of their 
avowed purpose is to awaken public 
opinion in the country against “ the 
dangers of disarmament.’’ In the mean- 


while, M. Herriot and his colleagues are | 


thought to have decided upon their 
answer to the German aide-memoire, 
which will be despatched in a few days, 
after it has been communicated to the 
principal who adhere to. the 
Lausanne Confidence Pact. The terms of 
the answer are not ret known, but the 
violence of the French Press’s indignation 
is a disquieting feature. 1” the Govern- 
ment is stampeded by the people into a 
bald refusal of the German demand, a 
very ugly situation may ensue. There is 
hope, however, in the report that the 
Quai d’Orsay is keeping its temper.

Celts in Congress. 


Six branches of the Celtic race are 
drawn together in Cornwall this week to 
celebrate a common heritage. The place 
of meeting is appropriate; for, of all the 
corners of the earth where the Celts have 
found a home, the Duchy is the latest to 
awaken to a consciousness Of affinity with 
its far-flung brothers. In his inaugural 
address Mr. Henry Jenner, Grand Bard of 
the Cornish Gorsedd, traced the national 
aspirations of his county back almost to 
Roman times. Throughout the centuries, 
he explained, the pride of integrity has 
been kept alive, and Cornwall has been 
regarded by the neighbouring kingdom of 
England as a privileged nation. Her ad- 
mission to Celtic counsels, however, 
is of later date. In 1904 the Con- 
gress first welcomed Cornwall as a 
member, and that year may be 
said to have begun the renaissance. 
Ireland's relations with Cornwall go back 
to the bronze age, long before the 
emergence of the Celts. When Irish gold 
was shipped to Brittany the Duchy lay on 
the track of that remote commerce; and 
the ships brought home cargoes of Cornish 
tin to be worked into the bronze vess.'s 
and ornaments which are among the 1most 
valued treasures of pagan art. Their inter- 
course in later days must remain'a matter 
Yet, whether 
the Irish Church first introduced the true 
faith to Cornwall or whether, as others 
maintain, West Britain founded her great 
monasteries while Saint Patrick was 
engaged on his mission to this country, it 
is certain at least that Irish scholarship 
had a great part in the modern Cornish 
fevival. Indeed, the six branches 
assembled this week betray every sign of 
brotherhood in blood. They are united 
by all the traditions of an ancient breed, 
proud in arms and jealous of their culture ; 
and they have written upon the pages of 
history names that never will be effaced. 


Under the Clock. 


The railway companies of these islands 
have instituted many reforms; but their 
stations, with a few honourable exceptions, 
remain .as gloomy, cavernous and _ incon- 
venient as they were im the ’eighties. A 
correspondence on railway amenities in 
The Times has drawn attention to a 
simple device in use in. Japan, by which 
railway stations lose "all their terror for 
nervous travellers. In a central spot a 
space is left clear for the convenience of 
those who have made appcintments to 
meet friends at the station; and a board 
is set up upon which messages may be 
written when, for any reason, one of the 
contracting parties is unable to attend at 
the appointed time. Thus two of the 
major inconveniences of the station are 
removed at one stroke. In Ire]and. and 
England appointments are arranged for 
“under the clock —an admirable 
resource when there. is only one 
clock, but extremely misleading when the 
station is found to contain several. How 
many stories of missed a} pointments, lost 
trains and wasted opportunities have their 
origin in the station clock”. Every day 
sees impatient travellers pacing a narrow 
beat beneath the clock at the booking.

banker, of New York. 

While one of the conditions laid down was 
‘that the subjects of tariffs, reparations and 
war debts would be excluded from the Con- 
ference agenda, it is believed by well- 
informed ple here that the debt question 
will undoubtedly be discussed by the dele- 
gates, at least privately. 

The fact that, the debt holiday year 
having expired, the next payments of the 
British br other Eurcpean debtors fall due 
.on December 15th next Jends very vital 1m- 
portance to the question of when and where 
the debt question is to be discussed with the 
United States. 

To tackle the question before, at any rate, 
the Presidential ejection in Novembe: next 
would be highly embarrassing for President 
Hecver and his lieutenants. But having 
agreed at Lausanne to wipe the German re- 
parations slate on the express condition that 
the United States will do the same as regards 
the war debts due to her; Britain, France 
and other European countries are menaced 
with even more embarrassment unless the 
question is tackled before the next instal- 
ments fall due and, at any rate, a provisional 
agreement reached. 


WITHHOLDING CAMPAIGN. 

A campaign urging France not to make her 
payment of war debts due on December lóth 
to the United States has been begun in the 
Paris Coaservative newspaper, Libert?. 

“Tí we had the weakness to effect this pay- 
ment,” the journal writes, “we should place 
ourselves by our own fault in a position from 
which it would be impossible to avail our- 
selves of the rights which Parliament formally 
reserved when ratifying the debt agree- 
ments.”’ 

The paper has opened a referendum on the 
matter. 

‘French taxpayers,’ the appeal reads, ‘‘do 
you consent to pay new taxes in order to re 
imburse France s debt to Great Britain and 
America, who have cheated us out of our 
credits on Germany?" 

The Liberté does not protest at the amount 
of the relatively small sum which falls due 
on December 15th (19,518,250 dollars), but 
makes it a matter of principle. 


THE CHURCH OF IRELAND. 
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The curacy-in-charge of Easkev, Diocese of 
Killala, is vacant; also the Parish of Kil- 
cornan, Pallaskenry, and ths Parish of New- 
castle, Co. Wicklow. 

The first stirrings of winter activities are 
already beginning in the parishes. Boys’ 
Brigade, Scouts, Guides, Girls’ Brigade are 
turning from the open countryside to the 
parochial hall or schoolhouse, and programmes 
are being drawn up by the societies concerned 
with young men and women. Several parishes 
have already decided to close down all 
activities for the week of the Conference, 
October 1llth-14th, so as to give the officers 
and helpers opportunity to attend the interest- 
ing meetings which will be held in Dublin. 

Mr. Henry Todd Brown will be ordained 
next month for the curacy-in-charge of Rathlin 
Island. The church on that island is dedicated 
to St. Thomas. The islanders in the winter 
time are sometimes cut off from all intercourse 
with the mainland, and will value a resident 
clergyman. 

The annual quiet day for women-workers 
will be held in St. Anns’ Church, Dawson 
street, Dublin, on Fridav, September 30th. 
The Rev. Néel Waring will act as conductor.

The interior of the south transept of Kill- 
aloe Cathedral will be restored as a memorial 
to the late Chancellor MacLourin.

borrowed in a vain effort to maintain the 
gold standard has been found without any 
upsetting of the national finances. [t ha 
been assumed in this connection thar both 
the United States and France, when lend. 
ing the money to this country, were hope: 
ful of obtaining the stock of gold in 
possession of the Bank of England. as 
they lent the equivalent of that amonn: 
and then refused further credits which 
could not be covered by gold. It is said 
in the City that the Treasury has had tha 
frances necessary to clear the debt in His 
possession for some time, as if has not 
been buying francs in any guantity for 
several weeks. 


The Twickenham By-Election. 


: In political circles considerable interest 
is being taken in the by-election at 
Twickenham necessitated by the death of 
Sir J. Ferguson, who was the Conserva- 
tive member. It appears that the Labour 
Party intends to make it something of a 
test election based on their new pro- 
gramme, full details of which are ociven 
in the election address of the Labour 
candidate. This includes several points 
which already have been made public. One 
is the abolition of the means test “mor 
unemployment benefit. The Labour candi. 
date is Mr. P. Holman, who was defeated 
at the last election by a Conservative 
majority of 25,000 votes. The Conserya- 
tive candidate, Mr. Murray Phillipson, 
is a strong supporter of the National 
Government. The only real danger to the 
Conservative candidate is apathy on the 
part of the electorate, particularly as the 
contest is to be waged on a year-old elec- 
toral register, while many Conservative 
voters are usually away on holidavs in 
September. . 


West Country Bee. 


The Devon and Cornwall branches of the 
National Farmers’ Union will investi cat 
the possibilities of sending cattle from 
these counties to Birkenhead to take the 
place of Irish animals kept back by the 
tariff ‘‘war.’’ It is suggested that one -f 
the cattle boats, taken off the Waterford- 
Birkenhead service, might run weekly 
between bideford, or Falmouth. and Bir- 
kenhead, and hopes are expressed in tha 
West Country that a permanent trade 
may be established which will survive tha 
end of the tariff feud. West Country beet 
has a reputation for quality in the South 
of England, brt it rémains to be seen 
whether the North will prefer it to Irish 
heef: for tastes in beef differ considerably 
between North and South. Moreover, 
Trish heef is much cheaper. -The North of 
England likes the Jean Irish beef. but 
Devon and Cornwall produce marbled beef. 
mm which the fat and lean are interwoven. 
Doubts are expressed whether the North 
will appreciate this type. especially at a 
price appreciably above that of Irish pro- 
duce. 


Sir Henry Lytton’s Retirement. 


A short season of Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas will open at the Savov Theatre on 
Monday, September 26th. From several 
points of view the season will be of special 
interest. Sir Henry Lytton has decided 
that this must be his farewell London 
season, and his admirers w5:ll given the 
opportunity to see him play those parts 
with which his name has for so lone been 
associated. Mr. D’Oyly Carte will take 
the opportunity to introduce to London 
Mr. Martyn Green, who has been chosen 
as the successor to Sir Henry Lytton. 
Mr. Martyn Green has been a member 
of the company for some years, and re- 
cently has played Sir Henry Lytton 
parts with great success. The season wil 
open with one week of “ Trial by Jury 
and ‘“‘ The Pirates of Penzance,’? which 
will he followed by one week apiece 
of “The Gondoliers,” ‘* Ruddivore 
“Tolanthe,”” ‘‘The Mikado.” ' Cox 
and Box.” and ‘“H.M.S. Pinafore.”

ment of early closing. The Early Closing 
Association. however, has entered the 
field, and intends to offer a strong oppo 
tion to the move, being of the opinion that 
it is retrograde and will undo much 0! 
the. work that the Association has been 
carrying on for sixty years. It is feared 
that, if Central London barbers are sv“ 
cessful in securing the abolition of ear'y 
closing, barbers in other areas wil! follow 
their example in the suburbs and, uit!- 
mately, in the provinces. 


A Flying Trophy. 


Prince Bibesco, President of the Inter 
national Aeronautical Federation, the 
governing body of sporting flying, 's offer 
ing a trophy for the fastest flight roun« 
the world. This contest will be open 'o 
all aeroplanes, seaplanés and airsh'ps, 
but the competitors must follow the spec!

PRINCIPLE OF POLITICS 
IN BUSINESS.

SIMLA, Wednesday. 


The Government's first defeat this session 
occurred to-day in the Legislative Assembly, 
when, after a day of lively debate, the 
resolution of Dr. Zia-Uddin Ahmad, urging 
the fixation of minimum rates for the passen- 
ger-carrying coastal] trade was adopted by 50 
votes to 44. 

The resolution was strongly opposed by 
Mr. Smith and Sir Leslie Hudson, European 
unofficial members, on the ground that it would 
mean the enunciation of the principle that 
the Government could fix rates for all com- 
modities and services, and would thus bring 
politics into business. 

On the other hand, Sir Ramaswami lyer, 
the Commerce Member, said that the Go- 
vernment ‘was not oneness to the objects the 
proposers of the resolution had in view, but 
that legislation on the lines indicated was 
impracticable. The best solution to the 
problem would be to find a modus virendi 
between, the various companies in India. 

‘he resolution was supported by members 
of all the Indian parties, on the ground that 
the coastal trade was vital to the prosperity 
of India, and only meant an extension of the 
same principles as applied to the inland 
waterways by recent legislation, 

Mr. Joshi, a Labour member, dissented 
from the resolution, saying that the proposal 
would benefit the Indian capitalist, as it 
did not provide for maximum rates and only 
for minimum rates.

POLICY THAT “CAN ONLY 
LEAD TO WAR.”

HE German aide mémoire on the arma. 

ments question and the statements 

by Baron von Neurath (Foreign Minister) 

and General von Schleicher (Minister of 

Defence) bulked largely at this evening’s 

Cabinet meeting, which lasted nearly three 
hours. 

The Prime Minister (M. Herriot) im- 
parted to his colleagues the views of other 
signatories to the Lausanne confidence 
pact received through the usual diplomatic 
channels, 

The final text of the Note cannot 
possibly be despatched until the week-end, 
since the draft reply is being communi- 
cated to the principal Powers adhering 
to the confidence pact, and must also be 
approved by the Council of Ministers to 
be held probably on Friday. 

It is thought that M. Herriot will 
make some mention in the reply to the 
statements made by Baron von 
Neurath and General von Schleicher. 
The reply will be published after it 
has been duly received by the German 
Government. 

Meanwhile, public opinion is expressing 
itself in the Press without any loss of calm, 
but with a full realisation of the serious- 
ness of the situation. 


BLACKMAIL, 


Germany has thrown down the challenge, 
it is felt—a challenge to. Geneva, a 
challenge to the Treaty of Versailles, a 
challenge to the right of the French 
Government to keep other Governments 
constantly informed of conversations 
between France and Germany. 

Moreover, Baron von Neurath’s declara- 
tion—that, if the French Government is not 
disposed to enter into direct negotiations, 
the German Government will be obliged 
to take new decisions—is interpreted as a 
threat, which the Journal des Débats, .u 
a stinging article, does not hesitate to 
qualify as “ veritable blackmail.’’

“The German policy can only lead to 
war,” the Débats concludes, after con- 
gratulating the British Press on their far- 
seeing attitude.

OVER-TAXATION. 


The Times to-day, commenting editorially 
on the progress of the committee of 
private members of Parliament which is 


studying national expenditure, says :—It 


cannot be pointed out too often that over- 
taxation induces a vicious circle, because 
the resulting unemployment requires 
greater expenditure, leading in turn to 
still more taxation. This fact finds in the 
accounts of national expenditure for the 
first five months of the present financial 
year a proof more definite than in the 
yield of taxes over the same period. It 
Supply Services would require about 
£9,250,000 less than in 1931-32, and, 
therefore, the amount spent. upon. them 
for the first five months should hu been 
about £4,000,000 less. In fact, expendi- 
ture has been about £4,000,000: more, and, 
therefore, the accounts are about 
£8,000,000 worse than anticipated. 

It is an open secret that practically the 
whole of this excess expenditure is due to 
the persistence of unemployment at a level 
higher than was expected, and here, there- 
fore, the vicious circle may be detected in 
full operation. An increase of about 
£151,000,000 in the floating debt is a 
further feature of the Revenue returns, 
which at first sight appears even more dis- 
quieting, but is, in fact, less so. The in- 
crease is not due to the masking of current 
expenditure by borrowing, which was so 
terrible a feature of the accounts of the 
early months of last year. In part, it is 
due to the operations of the Exchange 
Equalisation Account, and there are assets 
to set against the new deht created there- 
by, and in part to the payment of bonus 
on the conversion of the Five per Cent. 
War Loan, which will result at a later 
date in large and permanent savings. A 
fair summary of the position, therefore, is 
that expenditure, though vastly less than 
was anticipated a year ago at the time of 
(ord Snowden’s emergency Budget, is 
more than was anticipated five months 
ago, mainly owing to unemployment. 

No one would suggest that over-taxation 
is entirely responsible for this situation, 
or that over-taxation itself is due solely 
to expenditure which the. British Govern- 
ment can control. The chaos in inter- 
national trade and in the financial relations 
hetween States which the present Govern- 
ment has made, and is making, such pro- 
mising efforts to remedy, political unrest 
abroad, industrial troubles at home—all 
these factors, and their consequent evils, 
weigh heavily, directly or indirectly, upon 
the people of this country, and help to 
raise the burden of taxation. But it is 
equally certain that over-taxation must 
bear a share, and a large share, of the 
responsibility, and that, irrespective of 
the progress of efforts to deal with other 
causes of our difficulties, very much can 
be done to improve the prospect of a 
lightening of the burden.

was told, was a circular walk 

As they were coming back they reached 
the residence of a man called Ryan, at 
whose business premises there was a strike. 
They saw two men sitting on the grass on 
the side of the road. Gilmore, Ryan and 
Lowe were walking in front and the other 
young men were some yards behind. The 
two men who were sitting on the grass, 
Muldowney and Carroll, recognised Ryan, 
and immediately began, in accordance with 
their usual practice, to shout insulting 
remarks. 


SHOOTING DESCRIBED. 


The Republican young men made no 
reply, but continued to walk along. 
followed by the C.1.D. men. 
men said something to the effect, ‘‘ Did 


the dump.”’ clearly suggesting that 
Gilmore had been a traitor to his com- 
panions. Meanwhile Ryan, Gilmore and 
Lowe stopped to learn what the loud talk- 
ing was about, and walked back. The 
C.I.D. men had revolvers in their hands. 
Ryan turned to them and said, “ Ilere is 
Gilmore. If you want to make remarks 
about him here he is—a better than any 
man in your force.” 

Ryan was then struck in the face with 
a fist, and a stroke of a pistol held by 
the barrel was made at his head. Imme- 
diately the two C.T.D. men opened fire on 
Ryan and Gilmore. Several shots passed 
by their heads, and within a moment 
Gilmore was wounded in the thigh and 
Ryan was wounded in the leg. 

Having referred to the 
Gilmore and Ryan to hospital, Mr. 
O'Connor alleged further acts of ill treat. 
ment hy the C.1.D. towards his clients. 
and said that he thought he would make 
it clear from the evidence that there had 
been a violation of duty on the part of 
the police officers in their dealings with 


the public. 


THE EVIDENCE. 


THOMAS RYAN CALLED. 


Thomas Joseph Ryan was then called, 
and in reply to Mr. O'Connor said that 
on the 30th of August he and some others 
were posting ‘‘ Boycott British Goods”’ 
posters at Kilrush, when C.1.D. man 
Muldowney came up to them in Toler 
street, and said in a sneering, jeering 
way, “ Hello, Tommy, is that what you 
are at?” The witness replied by referring 
to “ Fitzgerald’s cows,” a term by. which 
the C.1.D. were known. They had 
several exchanges of this character. 
Later he went to the middle of the square, 
where the pots and brushes that had been 
used in posting up notices were lying, and 
seeing him there a C.1.D. man deliberately 
jostled up against him. The man 
followed him and kept sneering and taunt- 
ing, and making remarks to provoke a 
row, He called ont from 
'“ Left, right; left, right.” 

On the 14th August Gilmore and the 
witness went to Kilrush, where they were 
to speak on the following day. After a 
meal they went for a walk with nine 
colleagues of the Aeridheacht Committee 
whom they had met for the purpose of 


Gilmore, Lowe and the witness walked in 
front and the others behind. Near he 
house of a man named Ryan they saw 
Detective Officers Muldowney and Carrol! 
sitting by the roadside. Muldowney 
called out ‘‘ Here’s Ryan's cows. He has 
taken out his band of cows for a walk. 
Left, right; left, right.’’ The witness 
made no reply, but walked on. ‘The 
detectives followed and made remarks 
about Gilmore. 


‘“ BULLETS WERE FLYING.” 


Eventually the witness went up to 
Muldowney and asked him what he "ad 
to say about Gilmore. ‘‘ George Gilmore, ' 
he said, “is a better man than your sre, 
and he is here to speak for himself. ’ 
Muldowney, who had a gun in his hand at 
the time, made no reply, but struck the 
witness on the shoulder with his right 
hand, and then aimed a blow at his head. 
Immediately afterwards Muldowney fired 
at point-blank range, and the bullet 
whizzed past his head.

OUTSIDE THE HOSPITAL. 


When they were. waiting for admittance 
to the hospital a ©.1.D. man called 
Mulkey came up to the witness and said,

‘drawing on his head” with a gun, 
which he held by the muzzle. Muldowney 
_ then joined in, both of them using their 
| guns and pouring down a rain of blows 

on his head. They were using their guns 
just as one would use a hatchet. He 
asked if he was under arrest, but got no 
answer, and the rain of blows continued, 
i Dr. Counjhan was present while he was 
being beaten on the nead, and he called 
on Dr. Counihan to attend him, as blood 
was pouring from his head. The C.LD. 
men dragged him down the hospital lawn, 
_and he received two xicks from Mulkey, 
' who threatened that he was going te 
| finish him that night. 

The witness said that he was brought 
to the barrack and placed in a cold and 
filthy cell. He demanded to see a doctor, 
and Dr. Counihan came and dressed the 
wound in his head and the bullet wound 
in his leg and examined the bruises on 
his hand and arm. At about two o'clock 
in the morning Dr. Daly came to see him. 

A shirt, bearing red stains, and a collar, 
coat and trousers were preduced in court, 
as the witness stated that ho had asked 
Dr. Counihan to see somebody who would 
send him a shirt, as ais own was covered 
with blood. 

Dr. Daly ordered him to hospital, he 
continued, and he was alicwed to sit in 
the kitchen of the barrack. While he 
was there, there was a continual stream 
of C.I.D; men and Civic Guards passing 
in ard out, and sevra of them 
| made tauating and sneering remarks 
about his condition and appearance. One 
of the C.:.D. men said, “I would put a 
bullet through you,’’ making use at the 
same time vf a filthy expression. The 
same man took a bomb from his pocket, 
and made gestures of flinging it at him. 

The witness went on to speak of his 
subsequent removal to hospital, and said 
that Dr. Ryan, who came to visit him, 
was ordered out of the ward by a C.I.D. 
man, and that two friends who came to 
visit him were ordered out by C.I.D. men, 
who produced guns 'n the ward. The wit- 
ness was in hospital for seventeen days.

WHAT PRICE RISE WOULD DO. 
Professor Bellerby’s remedy for the ils of 
the industrial world is inflation. ‘‘ Lhe one 
hope of recovery,’ he said, “ Is something in 
the nature of a rise of 50 per cent, in whole- 
sale prices in the next two years. Phat 
would give us the equivalent of a minus 10 
pe. cent. rate of interest. In other words, 
anyone who produces, and has goods at the 
beginning of the two years, will find that he 
has gained 10 per cent. per annum merely by 
holding them for that period. 

“ If definite measures are adopted to make 
the rise in wholesale prices possible, that 
would give sufficient stimulus to trade to re- 
store a Jarge number of the present unem- 
ployed to work. 

“Since the advantage would be spread 
over the whole range of industry, it might 
destroy utterly the present tendency to play 
fon safety, and start a new general expan- 
sion ef, industry. 

“Te is said that we would only fall back 
again.to depression when the rise in whole- 
sale prices was checked.

Gueret; Llewellyn, and Merrett, 
which is comnected with the Welsh Associated 
Collieries, Limited, the largest colliery com- 
bination in the kingdom, and is associated 
with Messrs. Haniel, of Germany, has already 
shipped cargoes of German coal to Irish Free

‘WAVE THEY | 
GAELIC. ORIGIN? 


IRISH DELEGATE’S 
VIEWPOINT. 


From Ovur REPORTER. 


TRU RO, Wednesday. 
Hes: the Arthurian legends a Gaelic 


origin’ Professor Arthur Clery, of 
Dublin; administered a mixed shock 
to. delegates at the Celtic Congress to-day 
when he raised this question in the course of 
a paper read at Tintagel, on the brow of the 
cliffs overlooking the ruined castle, which is 
the reputed place of King Arthur’s birth. 
Professor Clery, referring to the influence 
of the Arthurian cycle upon European cul- 
ture, said that the persons whose culture was 
of the modern English type, must find it 
extremely difficult to appreciate the inspira- 
tion of the Arthurian story, which, from the 
twelfth century, had supplied practically all 
the literature of Europe which did not come 
from a classic source. The most interesting 
parallel was to be found in the Irish stories 
of Finn and the Red Branch, | 


ISEULT OF CHAPELIZOD, 

Shakespeare and Arthur were the two men 
of British birth who had received, as it 
were, the freedom of Europe, and of the two 
the influence of Arthur was probably the 
greater, while TIseult of Chapelizod was 
probabl the only Irish woman who had 
attained to a similar position. 

Careful. and abundant scholarship, con- 
tinued the Professor, had traced the 
Arthurian story to a Welsh source, although, 
admittedly, its greater glory was found in 
its lLatin-French development, and he 
suggested a step further. Arthur was one 
of the oldest Irish names—it was found in 
a book of invasions itself. 

Glaston Abbey, with a Gaelic .ame meaning 
Brown River, dedicated to St. Patrick, and 
peopled with Jrish monks until they were 
replaced .by Benedictine monks, showed 
strange signs of being a Gaelic, if not an 
Irish, foundation. Guinevere was but a Welsh 
translation of.a common Irish name, and the 
people over whom Arthur ruled bore a Gaelic 
name. 

“My purpose,”’ concluded Professor Clery, 
“is to suggest that, if the Arthurian cycle 
were approached from the side of Gaelic, as 
it has been from that of French, German, 
and. Welsh scholarship, most valuable results 
might be attained.”’ 


ARTHUR’S. BIRTHPLACE. 

Owing to the limited time available 
discussion was restricted to a single speech 
from a Manx delegate, Mr. J. A. Caine, who 
declared that the best method by which 
Professor Clery’s opinions might be refuted 
was by demonstration. 

The question of whether there might be 
Gaelic authority for the Arthurian - cycles 
turned upon what distinction there was 
between the historical and the mythical 
Arthur and the interpretation which was put 
on the story of the historical Arthur when it 
was taken to France beloré being brought 
back as legends. 

Mr. Henry Jenner, President of the 
Congress, sprang another original theory on 
the delegates during a later visit to Castle 
Andinas, when he challenged the accepted 
view of Tintagel as being Arthur’s birthplace, 
and suggested Castle Andinas as being a more 
feasible spot.

UNION AND PRESENT 
- UNEMPLOYMENT, 


Irish parents would do well to think twice 
before advising their girls to enter the nurs- 
ing profession, writes Miss Annie M. Smith, 
Secretary of the Irish Nurses’ Union, owing 
to the unemployment that exists in the nurs- 
ing profession at present.. 

Every year an average of two hundred 
nurses finish their training and are admitted 
to the Register. Nursing has always been a 
favourite career for Irish girls, and the train- 
ing schools have generally a long list of wait- 
ing candidatts, Training for the nursing pro. 
fession in Dublin is expensive; most of the 
hospitals charge a big fee, and the candidate 
has othe: expenses to meet during her training 
period, while her salary amonnts to £10 to 
£20 approximately. 

At the end of her training only moderate 
prospects await her should she succeed in 
getting an appointment—long hours, mediocre 
pay, with a few “plums” for the lucky ones, 

It is the opinion of the Nurses’ Union that 
the number of candidates taken for training 
each year by the hospitals should be limited, 
at least, until the unemployment among exist- 
ing nurses is Jess. 

As regards the midwife, she has to spend 
a year in her training school end then pass 
her C.M.B. examination. Her fees are high 
also. What are her future prospects? An 
advertisement, dated 27th August issued by 
the Mayo County Board of Health invites 
applications for the post of Dispensary Mid- 
wife, ani offers a salary of £20 per annum— 
lls. 6d. weekly. The Nurses’ Union hope that 
no midwife will apply fer this post.

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FORESTRY - 
CLASSIC. SYSTEM 


~ CRITICISED 
ADVANTAGES OF 
CONTROL 


N interesting paper on ‘‘ A System of 

Forestry for the British Isles*’ was 

read by Mr. B. Pansonby, of 
Thurlés, in the Forestry Department of the 
Section of Botany, of which he was chair- 
man, at the British Association conference 
at York, 

Before opening his argument Mr. Pon- 
sonby set out the meaning of certain terms. 
By the ‘‘ classic system ” was meant the 
maintenance of a series of even-aged pure 
woods, clear cut when mature and artificially 
replanted. 

he “selection system” was that by which 
all ages of trees grew together, intimateiy 
mixed, either by single trees or by groups. 
From such a forest the trees were indi- 
vidually removed as they matured; the 
forest was, therefore, never clear cut, and 
natural regeneration was the desired means 
of maintenance, though replanting. was not 
forbidden 

The ‘‘ control system '” was a method cf 
managing a selection. forest of mixed species 
in such a way that, by. continuous experi- 
ment, a progressive improvement could be 
attained. 


“GOOD COMPANION” TREE. 


He mentioned the importance of the beech 
as “*a liaison officer’’ between different 
species, and said it was probably not the only 
“ good companion’ tree, encouraging the 
healthy growth of other species. ‘The common 
sallow was companion to the spruce, the 
alder collected nitrogen for the forest gene- 
rally, and the hazel corrected acidity in the 
soil. i 

The classic system imposed conditions that 
were not natural to the forest. The dense 
canopy of middle and later life, followed by 
the crisis of clear cutting, appeared to inhibit 
natural regeneration. The importance - of 
natural regeneration lay in the fact that by 
it alone could types suitable to particular 
environments be evolved. 


SUCCESSION OF GAMBLES. 

On its material side the classic system 
was even more illogical.. All living things 
were mortal, and therefore to maintain a 
stock of any living thing it was necessaT? 
to secure an annual recruitment that would 
make good the wastage. Some forests re- 
quired a larger annual recruitment than 
others. But under the classic system the 
recruitment was always the same—no varia- 
tion was possible 

The classic system submitted the forest to 
an even greater disadvantage. The maturnty 
of the wood or the age at which it should 
be cut might be determined by several 
factors, but in practice, especially with 
conifers, it was the age at which the 
declining vigour of certain species began to 
be apparent. Unfortunately, under the 
classic system this age might come very 
eariy. 

The classic system was nothing more or 
less than a § suceession of unconnected 
gambles, each ending m a sylvicultural 
cul-de-sac. 

Why had the classic system persisted, with 
all its disadvantages? The answer was that 
the origin of all forest managements was 
political, and not. sylvicultural. They were 
devised to contrel men, and not forests. 
They began in the State forests controlled by 
civil servants, and the system of management 
was devised entirely to prevent abuse. 


THE CONTROL SYSTEM. 

Under the control system the case was very 
different. The number of the larger trees 
that should stand on a given area was de- 
termined, and the part of the area not occu- 
pied by them was expected to be held by 
the younger growth of seedlings and sap- 
lings. ‘The countable trees together formed 
the stand, and when the number of such 
trees conformed to a predetermined ideal the 
area was said to be ‘*standard.’’ 

The stock«book was bromght up to-date 
every five or ten years. Whenever review 
took place the number of trees in excess of 
standard were marked for cutting and the 
number of saplings recorded. After a few 
such inventories the number to be cut after 
stocktaking could be estimated to discover 
the yield and see whether the total recruit- 
ment was sufficient to maimtain the annual

MIXED PLANTATION. 

The standard could be- continually altered 
to meet the facts until the best practicable 
standard was reached, and every species in 
a mixed plantation could then be worked on 
its own rotation. There was no limit te 
the possible experimepts.

PIG EXPORT 


SERIOUS FALL IN 
~ SHIPMENTS, 


DUTY KILIS PORK 
INDUSTRY. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


h. PAUL BOWE, of Bowe Brothers, 
Waterford, whose firm is amongst the 
largest buyers and exporters of live 

pigs in Ireland, in the course of an interview 
to-day, said that thé boom brought about in 
the pig trade when the tariffs were imposed 
on foreign bacon had now died out, and 
prospects for the producer and exporter were 
gloomy, indeed. ce 

““ At present,’’ said Mr. Bowe, ‘‘ select lean 
pigs are quoted at 44s. per cwt. (dead weight) 
y the Irish trade, and other sorts of pigs 
from 52s. to 40s. Even at these wretthed 
prices Irish bacon curers are not able to cope 
with what is being offered.” - 

Mr. Bowe saia that about 17 per cent. of 
the total supplies of pigs being marketed in 
normal times were exported alive. Many were 
shipped from September to February. Con- 
sequently about 40 per cent. of the total 
supplies usually offered during these months 
were bought by English importers. Ten 
thousand pigs per week was normal shipping 
from Free State ports at this time of year; 
at present the figure was about 1,000. 


BACON AT EVERY MEAL NOW. 

The pork trade, which had been a big in- 
centive to increase production, was tow al- 
most. completely. stopped owing to the duty 
of Gs. per carcase. Competition between the 
Irish curer and the English importer, which 
was necessary for the encouragement of the 
producer, was now for the same reasén com- 
pletely wiped out, and it seemed that people 
who formérly got bacon once a week will now 
have a chance of having it three times per 
day, 

u the meantime English bacon curers and 
pork butchers have been encouraging their 
own farmers to increase supplies of pigs. This 
had rested in an increase in the English pig 
population by ‘nearly 400,000 in the last half 
year, and the producer at the other side is 
getting from 15s. to 20s. more per pig. 


ENGLISH CLIENTS LOST. 


Mr. Bowe says his firm have ample evidence 
that their clients on the other side have found 
other sources of supply, and he fears that 
it will be difficult to renew old: connections 
even were the tariff removed now. 

This condition oi things in the pig trade is 
reacting on the shipping companies, as well 
as those employés engaged in the live pig 
export trade, and in the shipping of pork 
careases. This must inevitably lead to further 
unemployment, and thereby reduce the pur- 
chasing power of all concerned. 

In contrasting prices in Northern Ireland 
and the Free State, Mr. Bowe said: “TI have 
been reading lately that the Northern farmer 
is experiencing a bad market in England, but 
it must be remembered that he is getting £1 
more per pig and £3 more per beast for the 
animals he exports than his fellow-producer in 
the Free State.”

His head was covered with 
blood. The witness put him into a room 
and administered morphia to make him 
sleep. Two C.1.D. men came into the 
room later, Some time in the early hours 
of the morning the witness, on going into 
(rilmore’s room, found the U.I.D, men sit- 
ting on the bed. Gilmore said that they 
were tormenting him and passing remarks 
about Arbour Hill. The men left the 
room at the witness’s request, telling her 
that Gilmore was a lunatie, and that she 
should take no notice. of him. 

Answering Mr. O’Connor, the witness 
said that the three C.I.D. me smelled 
terribly of drink. 

Dr. Charles Coughlan said that 
altogether Ryan had seven wounds on the 
right and left sides, and on the top and 
back of the head, as well as some bruises 
on the right elbow and right thumb. The 
injuries, in his opinion, were caused by 
direct violence. :

MILK PRICES IN 


DUBLIN. 


COMPANY'S REPLY 
TO VENDORS. 


“NÓ ASSISTANCE FROM 
GOVERNMENT.” 


a meeting of Dublin Milk vendors, a 

report of which appeared in the /rish 
7'1mes yesterday, an official of the New- 
market Da ry Company. said yesterday :— 

“The attention of the Newmarket Dairv 
Company, Ltd., has been drawn to the report 
in to-day’s Press of the meeting of the Dublin 
Wholesale and “Retail Milk Vendors’ Associa- 
tion. The Newmarket.Dairy: Company, whose 
headquarters are in Cork, is the largest in- 
dividual producer of dairy produce in this 
country. The company has been supplying 
butter, cheese, eggs and other dairy produce 
and (it may be of Mhterest to mention) milk 
to Dublin for many years in the ordinary 
course of business, and wiil continue to do so. 
The establishment of a dépót in Dublin for 
the supply of miik to retailers and others is 
an ordinary business. development, which was 
decided on by the company in view of the 
fact that there appeared a good opening in 
Dublin for the extension of this side of their 
business. 

“The criticism of the Association is not 
so mach criticism of the establishment of the 
dépét as criticism of the company's policy of 
supplying milk to retailers on terms which 
enable the milk to be retailed across the 
counter at lid. per pint, or $d. less than the 
present. current price. The company are 
satisfied that milk can be sold with a reason- 
able profit both to the wholesale and retail 
distributors during the summer months at 
this price. Last vear milk was sold freely 
in the poorer districts in Dublin by shops at 
lid. per pint. The price at which milk could 
be purchased for re-sale last year was much 
the same as it is at present, and there seems 
no other explanation why the price of milk 
in the shops has been kept at 2d. per pint 
this summer beyond the fact that there must 
be a desire on the part of the trade to keep 
milk at that price. 

NO GOVERNMENT HELP. 


“This new development of the business of 
the company will be afforded no financial or 
other assistance by the Government, and the 
enterprise must stand or fall by its results. 
The company does not expect or wish to 
obtain business on any ground other than 
that of the ordinary commercial one of sup- 
plying a thoroughly good article at a com- 
petitive price. 

“One of the results of the increased price 
this year has been a large decrease in the 
consumption of. milk, an essential article in 
the diet, especially of the poorer class of city 
dwellers.” It is the company's opinion that, 
while the milk side of their business can be 
made to show a reasonable profit, those per- 
sons whose circumstances compel them to 
purchase their milk in shops should be 
enabled to purchase good wholesome milk of 
best. “ keeping *’ quality at the lowest pos- 
sible price according to the season. It. is 
hoped, too, that the reduction in price will 
lead to a substantial increase in consumption, 
with resultant benefit to the health, particu- 
larly of children. 

REDUCED PRICES. 

“The company are aware that considerable 
quantities Of milk are delivered in Dublin at 
prices ranging from 7d., 8d., and upwards per 
gallon. On the face of it, the public should 
require some evidence why milk purchased 
at 7d., 8d., or even 9d., could not be gene- 
rally retailed, with reasonable profit, at 1d. 
per pint, instead of the present price of bd. 
It may be of intérest to mention that, 
although the Newmarket Company’s dépót 
only opened for business on Monday last, 
already many retailers, not obtaining supplies 
from the dépét, have been able to reduce 
prices to 1d. per pint.”

MORE EFFICIENT STREET 
; LIGHTING, 


Two Irish inventions appear among those 
published in the official journals of the Free 
State Industrial and Commercial’ Property 
Registration Office for the month of August. 
One of these inventions, in the name of 
Joseph Dollard, of Dalguise. Monkstown, 
County Dublin, relates to artificial road light- 
ing, and aims at preventing undne giare on 
passing traffic, as well as providing efficient 
diffusion. This is accomplished by the com- 
bination of two shades, an outer one of com- 
paratively small dimensions, but sufficient to 
eut off glare, and an inner one behind the 
lamp, which acts as a diffusing reflector. 

The other Irish invention, by Patrick 
Melia, 3 Ryder’s row, Capel street, Dublin, 
relates to automobile bumpers, rubber buffers 
being incorporated in the bumper with a 
view to increasing its resiliency. 

The convenience of cinema-goers is the key- 
note of an invention to provide a vacant seat 
indicator for theatres, Reflectors attached to 
_the top rail of each tip-up seat are visible 
from the gangway, either in front of or 
behind, the seat, as long as the seat is un- 
occupied and tipped up. The tipping down 
of the seat preceding occupation automatically 
actuates a hood, which is moved upwardly to 
cover the reflector, the reflector being auto- 
matically uncovered again when the seat is 
vacated and tipped up. 

An unusually large proportion of the new 
trade marks applied for during the month 
stands in the names of Irish traders.
